THE OPIUM 
CONFERENCE,

between the Opium Commission of 
three years ego in Shanghai and 
the Conference lately summoned 
at The Hague, which provides an 
interesting illustration of the speed 
wherewith the modern world, once 
ronsed to action, can recognize ani 
grapple with questions of inter- 
national import. With one ex- 
ception, that of Austria-Hungary, 
all the mations that were represented 
Shanghai Commission— 
France, Germany, Great 
Britain, Holland, Italy, Japan, 
Persia, Portugal, Russia, Siam and 
the United States—have par- 
ticipated in the meeting at The 
Hague. Among the British de- 
legates we find at the head Sir 
Cecil Clementi Swith, a.

Britain not unnaturally declined to 
discuss at The Hagae. 

No small part of the Conferenc 
discussions has been occupied with 
the increasingly urgent question of 
the manufacture of, and trade in, 
morphine, cocaine and kindred 
drogs. To the United States 
Government, in particular, this 
problem has become one of pressing 
importance. In a report of January 
last to President Taft, Mr. Knox, 
Secretary of State, observed that 
“the illicit use of morpbia and 
cocaine is widespread in the United 
States and is rapidly spreading 
through Indo-China and other parts 
of the Far East, where it threatens

investigutions go to show that 
daring the ton yoars the 
average import of opium into the 
United States has been 400,000 Ib.,

non-medical purposes ; and that by 
these means not only the Chinese, 
bat the white population of the 
United States, particularly the 
criminal classes, has been affected. 
Similar researches would no doubt 
prodace similar results in other 
countries. And hence the five 
resolatiuns, adopted by the Con- 
ference on the motion of the British 
delegates, recommending that per- 
sons illegally in possession of mor- 
phine should be panished, and that 
all possible steps should be taken, if 
necessary by a convocation of the 
Postal Union, to limit the traffic in 
such substances to medical and 
other legitimate employ. Of other 
general reeults of the Conference it 
will be easier to speak when the 
official report of ite proceedings bas 
been published. Among them, t! 
telegrams have already mentioned 
the resolution moved by the British 
delegates, recommending control of 
the production and distribution of 
raw opium and restriction of the 
number of places at which its 
import and export should be allow- 
ed. Some of the proposals set forth 
in the original draft programme 
drawn up by the United States 
were felt to be impracticable, as, 
for instance, one for the reciprocal 
right to search vessels for the drug. 
Bat even with these exceptions 
there can be no doubt that a great 
blow bas been aimed at an interna- 
tional avil of formidable proportions. 

As regards China, it hardly 
needed the private telegram to 
H. E. Tang Shao-yi which we 
quoted last week, to show that the 
conference bas been singularly 
fruitful for her, and that the ud- 
miration which she bas won in the 
fight with opiam-smoking within 
hor own borders, already practically 
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testified to by the agreement made 
with Great Britain last May, bas 
gained for. her special and deserved 
consideration at The Hague. It is 
‘8 piece of real ill-luck that at such 
8 moment the farmers in some of 
the southern districts cannot resist 
the opportunity presented by tem- 
porary relaxation of authority to 
plant poppy once more. But this 
is to be regarded as merely one 
phase of the lawlessness incidental 
to the time, which will pass with 
the passing of civil war. Apart 
from the stipulations of the Opiam 
Agreement with Great Britain, the 
result of the Hague Conference has 
been togive China effective control 
over the whole trade to her coasts 
in opium and other drugs. One 
resolution enacts that each Govern- 
ment participating in the Con- 
ference shall prohibit the export to 
China of all opium not certificated 
by the Indian Government; another, 
at China is to be protected 
against contraband trade in opium 
and other drugs, against un- 
licensed sales and the existence of 
opium dens in foreign concessions ; 
while third resolution, brought 
forward by the United States de- 
legates and warmly supported 
by the Chinese, was framed 
to limit the manufacture and use 
in trade of prepared opium. Speak- 
ing generally, there is a tendency 
to underrate the value of interna- 
tional conferences ia proportion as 
they increase in number ; but hero 
it is only fair to consider the sub- 
jects which they are called to 
discuss. If a partial trath must 
be admitted for the alleged im- 
possibility of making men good by 
aot of parliament, there are things 
in respect of which men can and 
should be protected against them- 
selves, and among such the drug 
mania is surely to be included. 
More than this, there is inestimable 
value in the pablic recognition thus 
given to international moral re- 
sponsibility: and with each fresh 
proof of that recognition we are 
nearer the day when the same 
effect. that is already visible where 
questions of morals are concerned 
may be reproduced in respect also 
of the humanities.

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THE ABOR 
EXPEDITION, 
Dee. 23. 


Tusre would appear to be some 
donbt in various quarters as to the 
exact purpose and scope of the 
British expedition into the Abor 
country in Northern India. This 
uncertainty is the sutcome primarily 
of rumours, founded on imagins- 
tion rather than on fact, which 
have been communicated to Peking 
from Tibet, and in part to the 
restricted statement made by Sir 
Edward Grey that there has been 
no communication with China in 

‘lizing the Abor 
expedition for the demarcation of | ri 
the Chinese frontier and the British 
kay he Abo: 
tive campaign in the Abor country, 
ap ill- ae region on the Indo- 
‘Tibetan border, bas been contem- 
plated. It has now been under 
taken, and its purpose is to punish 
the Abors for the treacherous mur- 
der, in March last, of Mr. Noel 
Williamson, who was despatched 
by the Government of Eastern 
Bengal on a tour between the inner 
and outer lines of the northern 
border of Assam—the first line 
representing the limits of ordinary 
Brit administrat and the 
second those of British political 
control. The story of the massacre 
is soon told. Mr. Williamson was 
due to begin bis tour in April, but 
he left Sudiya in March with o 
personal friend, one orderly and 
forty-three Nepaulese and 
for an unauthorized expedition into 
the Pasi-Abor country up the 
Dibang river and beyond the outer 
line.

While even the fastnesses of 
equatorial Africa are said to be as 
nought compared with the barrier of 
dense forest and almost inaccessible 
heights in Aborland, yet slowly and 
steadily the expedition is forcing|is 
its way into this inhospitable region. 
Already traces of the massacre of 
messengers returning from the 
Williamson party have been dis- 
covered. Despatches sent to India 
by the loaders of the expedition, 
which, if memory serves us, is com- 

ly of British-led Indian 
troops, reports continual advance- 
ment ‘in face of great obstacles. 
They also give interesting details 
with respect to the country through 
which the troops are cutting roads, 
and of the inhabitants. 

The Abors in villages of 
from thirty to two hundred houses 
‘or more and these villages are, as a 
rule, situated on mountain spars. 
Stockades are built some distance 
from tho villages, and are of the 
most formidable natare. They 
consist of the tranks of trees fixed 
upright in the ground and touching 
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fone another. As a rule thero are 
two or three rows of these trees, 
one behind the other, the spaces 
between being filled with boulders 
land poisonous plants, and already 


Jone officer is seriously ill from 


contact with some of these plante. 
Between the trees in the front row 


is a perfect forest of bamboo 
spikes, which are also thickly 
planted in the ground for’ some 


yards in front in order to keep the 
attackers under a close fire of fall- 
ing errows which are shot into the 
air from behind the stockade. A 
few loopholes are also made for 
those warriors to fire through who 
bave guns. These stockades aro 
so placed in the jungle that it is 
impossible to see them until the 
close upon them, and 
Y are sometimes a mile or so in 
lengtb. All roads by which they 
might be turned aré barricaded for 
a considerable distance with felled 
trees. and the flanks often rest on 
precipices. To rush a stockade of 
this nature by surprise is almost an 
impossibi Garkb

tured such stockades, invisible at 
distance of ten yards and ad 
tionally defended by stone chutes. 
But the Abore, who anfortanately 
received information of the coming 
expedition some time aj have 
made farther elaborate preparations. 
They are found to be armed with 
spears and long straight swords; a 
few have guns, while every man 
carries a bow and quiver full of 
poisoned arrows, one of which 
carries sufficient poison into the 
flesh to kill a buffalo in half an 
hour. Carrying and 
wearing @ stout cane helmet, some- 
times covered with skins and often 
ornamented with boars’ tusks, the 
Abor warrior is no mean foe in his 
native haunts. From these facts it 

possible to appreciate the dif- 
ficulties that encompass the path of 
the expeditionary force that has 
been sent to establish the British 
position on the frontier and to stop 
‘once and for all time the recurrent 
‘attacks on friendly natives. In the 
meantime the India Office has 
given an emphatic assurance that it 
is not intended, as a result of the 
expedition, to increase the area 
administered by the Government of 
India.

CHRISTMAS DAY. 
Dec. 25. 

Ir has been a custom of long 
standing that on Christmas Day the 
“North China Daily News” should 
be relieved from publishing, and its 
readers from reading, or being asked 
to read, a leading article of the 
orthodox kind. For many of the 
years in which this excellent prac- 
tice was 1 recognition, the 
place of the leader was taken bya 
poem, the product of one who was 
no less well known than he was 
widely venerated. The process of 
time has removed that writer to the 
Home country, where to-day the! 
wishes of many friends in China 
will follow him that the evening of a 
life so well spent, so arduously 
devoted to working for others, may 
bea long and happy one. As yet! 
no one has ventured to take up that, 
part of his work which found ex- 
pression in many felicitous verses 
for the Christmas season. But in 
the meanwhile we do not think that 
any apology is needed for momen- 
tary disregard of any or all of the 
more or less burning questions with’ 
which the leader column is usually 
filled. For each of us Christmas 
Day has its own special associa- 
tions. To attempt to describe'them, 
even were it possible, would be an 
impertinence; for the thoughts 
that spring up so readily to-day in 
every mind are not the sort that} 
we care to discuss in public. 
But there is one feeling to which 
we may allude as the residuum, the: 
least common denominator, of all 
others, namely that for the space 
of one day there should be, if pos- 
sible, a truce to all thoughts of 
business cares and rivalries, of 
international jealousies and of the 
veiled amenities of diplomatic con- 
yersations. To some extent it is 
inevitable that even this desire for 
the obliteration of all that is dis- 
cordant with the essentially domes- 
tic harmony of Christmas should 
give way to the intense importance 
‘of the general situation in China. 





We cannot close our eyes to 
the pathetic state to which three 
months of civil war have re- 


duced so large a number of the 
population ; nor can our anxiety as 
to the ontcome of the past few 
days’ negotiations be relaxed even 
for aday. But it would serve no 
good purpose to discuss farther the 
issues with which China is con- 
fronted. The interest of the world 
at large is still confined to the one’ 
desire that, by what means and 
under what form we would leave it 
to China to decide, some stable sys- 
tem of government, some security 
of lasting peace, may be born of the 
present controversy. And although 


for the Chinese the festival of the 
Prince of Peace cannot be expected 
to have the same significance that 
it has for the west, they have been 
long enough in contact with for- 
eigners and are themselves too well 
aware by sad experience of the 
misfortunes of war, to be indif- 
ferent to the universal demand for 
an end of hostilities. We cannot 
believe that where so many, on 
both sides, are at one in recogni- 
zing the need of adjustment, 
some manner of compromise, 
suitable to all parties and to the 
best interests of China, will not be 
found; and in that sincere hope 
and trust we would wish our 
readers, of all nationalities, a merry 
Christmas and a happy New Year. 


CUSTOMS QUARTERLY 
RETURNS.

Tar statistics of the Imperial 
Maritime Customs for the third 
quarter of the year provide reading 

at is both interesting and melan- 
choly when we reflect how far off 
the days of buoyant trade have been 
driven by the revolution. ‘There is 
no doubt that the year 1910 will 
continue for the present to serve as 
the hight-water mark of China trade, 
both in quantity and value, inas- 
much as any hope that a revival 
daring the last quarter of this year 
would make up for the deficiency: 
of the previous quarters bas been 
dashed to the ground. Although 
the trade of the first half of the 
‘year showed a large increase over 
that of 1910, such increase was en- 
tirely due to the abnormal growth 
in imports of opium and to the en- 
hanced duty on it, while general 
trade, both exports and imports, 
‘suffered both in value and quantity. 
‘The three months—July, August and 
September—were expected to make 
a better showing than is seen in the 
figures before us; but considering 
that the revival, such as it was, 
occurred only late in July, and that 
the great strikes at Home followed 
immediately, it is a matter for sur- 

rise that the total revenue should 

we been Hk. Tis. 2,470,402.766 
in this period as against Hk. Tis. 
2,450,700.888 in the corresponding 
period of 1910. OF course this re- 
venue is nowhere néar that of the 
previous quarters of this year, for 
the revenue from opium bulked 
largely in the totals. Including duty 
and likin, the revenue from opium 
was Hk. Tis. 2,332,127.406 in the 
first half of this year, and Hk. 
Tis. 104,955,372 in the third quar- 
ter, as compared with Hk. Tis. 
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400,837,250 in the corresponding 
period 1910. 

In surveying the quarter as a 
whole the principal feature is the 
part that was played by the strikes 
at Home in the trade of Shanghai 
and of the whole of China. "There 
has been a great decrease in shi 
ping, both in tonnage and in the 
number of ships entered and cleared 
from the port of Shanghai, and a 
visible shrinkage in tonnage dues. 
‘The transit dues for the third quar- 
ter amounted to Tls, 46,840.276, as 
compared with Tls. 64,907.824 in 
the same period in 1910 and Tls. 
77,462.657 in 1910, The imports 
of opium show a visible shrinkage, 
especially in the native variety. 
Imports of treasure, mainly in silver, 
aggregate Hk. Tis. 4,462,094 from 
foreign countries and Hk. Ts. 
4,519,539 from Chinese ports, while 
Shanghaiexported Hk.Tls.2,464,521 
to foreign countries and Hk. 
Tis. 6,583,183 to Chinese ports. 
Of the whole total the imports from 
Hongkong and Macao amount to 
Hk. Tis. 1,071,334 and the exports 
to Hk Tis. 1,634,248, The exports 
of tea and silk call for no special com 
hea for in respect of the former 
‘the American pure food law diverted 
the trade to Russia and Great 
Britain, and the difference between 
buyer and seller was so great as not 
to permit of a big trade in silk. 
‘The importation of metals stands at 
about the same figures as in 1910, 
and while there has been an increase 
in the quantities of some varieties, 
such as iron bars and cobbles and 
wire shorts, there has been a decrease 
in the imports of galvanized sheets 
and old iron, Cotton goods show 
an appreciable increase, there hav- 
ing been, for example, a rise in 
Grey Shirtings, (Inglish) from 
656,767 pieces in, 1910 to1,181,335 
during the quarter under review, 
and in White Plain Shirtings from 
402,537 pieces in 1910 to 1,005,837 
in 1911, Woollen goods ‘and 
woollen and cotton mixtures total 
about the same as during the 
corresponding period in 1910, and 
and among those that show consider- 
‘able decreases are velvets and vel- 
‘veteens. The first half of the year 
was noted for the abnormal increase 
in the quantity of kerosine import- 
ed, while the quarter under review 
is even more remarkable in this 
respect. American oil imports have 
increased from 1,543,061 gallons 
in the third quarter of the past year 
to 8,514,060 in the same quarter of 
this year, and Sumatra bulk oi] from 
2,446,891 gallons to 3,346,191. 

Examination of the figures for 
Shanghai and for the rest of China 
shows that trade was in reality on 
the path of revival, and, but for the 
the revolution, progress would have 
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beon very satisfactory. The total

It must be concluded that 
the famine was not of sufticient 
magnitude to affect trade in this 
quarter, or that the effects of it 
were not felt during this period. 
In any case, the progress of trade 
during this quarter conclusively 
proves that but for the revolution 
the China trade would have been in 
a far more satisafctory position than 
it had been for the previous eight- 
een months,

Feng Heo, and were deposited in the 
‘Taotai’s treasury in Tsingkiaogpa. As 
result of the recent local uprising the 
money was lost. In Shoyang the bad 
characters and the famine sufferer 
have taken the opportanity of making 
distarbanoe, therefore, the situation bas 
become serio ‘To prevent any 
fature trouble it is absolutely necessary 
and urgent that relief be distributed 
for the coming winter as otherwise 
the fa sufferers, it is feared, 
will be forced to joia the local bad 
characters, and there wiil be aotold 
serious consequences. On behalf of 
the people of Sbuyang, an appeal is

Mias Molloy and Mise Sears arrived 
in Shanghsi on Satorday under war- 
rant and were taken ia accordance with 
the usual practice to the British Con- 
salar gaol, where they were lodged ax 
firet class ‘tmisdemeanants, Owing to 
the fact, however, that it was the 
begioniog of the holiday season the 
proper anthorities were not immediately 
apprised of their arrival, On Sun- 
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day the matter came to the knowledge 
aia of the 
who lost no time in visiting the 
id at the eame time telephoned 
to Bir Havilland de Sacemares, H.B.M. 
Senior Jadge for Chins and Korea. 

It was learned that Q/iss Moiloy and 
Mise Sears bave frionds in Shanghai, 
ad with the ready permission of the 
Senior Jadge they were told that they 
might go to these friends, on the ander- 
tending, of oourse, that the; 
come up for the consideration of their 
case when called opon to do #0. 

This, however, Mise Molloy and Mise 
Seare have absolately declined to do. 
A carriage was offered thom with any 
assistance that they might require, bat 
they refased to leave the gaol ander
